ALTERNATIVE TENTACLES sent 

in the recently released "924 Gilman St.: Let's Talk 
About Tact and Timing" DVD to SF&L for review and 
its been sitting untouched for days on the coffee 
table. Athena and I have been eyeing it with dread 
since it came in, both eager and hesitant to press 
play and watch it. We've been warned for the last 
months that the film (by Jack Curran) was 
essentially very weak, with no real relation to the 
real working within the club. The film, as we were 
told, is so unworthy that Gilman St. has decided to 
possibly financially support another documentary to 
combat the false illusions depicted in this current 
film. We've let Jake Kelly, long time Gilman 
ex-volunteer/booker, do a full review of this later in 
this here column, but let's backtrack. 

Gilman St. is a subject of great respect and great 
burden to the Bay Area scene. A lot of people hate 
it, a good many love it and most that have been 
attending gigs there since it opened in 1987 (like 
ourselves) have many a varied opinion of the place. 
When I think of Gitman St. I go back to the first few 
years when the ideals and support for the place 
were at its strongest. Tim Yohannan had a plan, and 
he was at his best being the main booker of the 
club. He didn't often play favorites and he instantly 
gained respect for his system of booking the local 
bands. My first call to Tim was basically within 
the first few months of its birth. He asked me to 
send in a demo with lyrics and he'd give me a call. 
Almost the next day he called me up, said he got 
the demo and he had a show for us. It was with 
the Adolescents and it was 3 months away. We had 


the opening slot and we were so fucking stoked, 
obviously. That gig was awesome! I called Tim 
immediately the next day, told we had a blast and 
wanted to play again as soon as possible. He set 
us up right away with another show, only this time 
we moved up a rung a slot. Our next show was a 
showcase for Santa Rosa bands (with Victims Fam- 
ily, Vertical Urge) set up by SR locals and we moved 
up another slot by default. By the end of 1988 we 
had recorded our first legitimate sounding demo at 
Gilman thanks to Marshall Stax' $25 dollar demo 
deal. We had moved up to the supporting slot for 
bands like Doggy Style (who cancelled and we had 
to headline and the show went off, totally crazy) 
and SNFU (we had to cancel that one). Not bad for 
a band with no record and it was all thanks to Tim's 
system for providing opportunity and support to the 
young local bands. 

Well, not long after that Tim Yo gave up the 
reigns to some group called the Alternative Music 
Foundation or some shit like that. Despite endless 
left messages it was impossible to get a show and 
we didn't play there again until the early 90s. We 
were told "we had to send in a demo" despite my 
protests that we had played their 5 times previously 
and even recorded the demo we were sending in 3 
fucking years prior. Nepotism and apathy seemed to 
take over the place. With only local east bay bands 
getting shows and the entire swath of the Bay Area 
punk scene getting neglected. People with no clue 
about punk were put in charge of booking shows. 

My favorite example of this was told to us by our 
pal Dave EC at the time. The old LA band Youth 
Brigade had recently reformed and called Gilman 
for a show. They were told by the booker to "send 
in a demo." 

So yeah, we gave up and were stuck playing terrible 
"play-to-play" gigs at places like the Omni or The 
Stone with horrid metal bands or washed up "clas- 
sic" punks acts, where we didn't really fit at all on 
any bill. My favorite was the NOFX, Asbestos Death, 
Capitalist Casualties show at The Stone, where 
NOFX (pre-Ribbed) could draw maybe 35 dudes 
and, truthfully, us and AD couldn't draw anybody. ... 
but we had to sell tickets out front to ensure the 
club wouldn't keep our amps for collateral until we 
paid them off. Anyone not informed on exactly what 
"pay-to-play" gigs entail can check out the song 
Cringer wrote about it. But of course, Cringer could 
get a show at Gilman then too, being MRR/Lookout 
Records affiliated so they had options. We didn't. 

The 90s brought relief, mostly because people 
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actually into hardcore punk started volunteer- 
ing again as bookers. Ken Sanderson (Prank 
Records) found my mom's old number in the 
then crumbling Gilman rolodex and set us up 
with some shows. We had started Six Weeks 
and began distro-ing at shows with every other 
distro in town. Those days were crazy. You could 
probably get any hardcore record in print at the 
time at shows, whether it was from us. Vacuum 
Distro or Bottleneck Distro. Fiesta Grande #1 
showed that people would actually support 
these shows. Gilman seemed to have a more 
open mind towards hardcore shows and this contin- 
ued through the 90's and into the new millennium. 

At present I feel Gilman has slipped back into those 
dark ages of the early 90's/late 80 s. Nepotism 
has raised its ugly mug again. The head booker has 
been on a power trip, neglecting whole brigades of 
the local punk scene and hence making enemies. 

If you make enemies and use the club for personal 
vendettas, no one is going to want to support 
your shows. The last few shows I went to were 
dismal affairs, lacking spark and energy. The place 
has gone flat. Further exasperating the locals is 
the recent revelation Max Ward and I had while 
bringing our distros to the Giuda/Aghast show in 
July. We were greeted by large signs in the front 
stating something along the Ones that distro tables 
now have to pay a additional fee of $20 to table at 
shows. Needless to say, no one doing a distro can 
afford that. Ken Sanderson warned me of a situa- 
tion where he brought his distro and the club taxed 
him 15% of sales because the show was a benefit. 

The cash went to the cause, but isn't that why we 
pay $8 to get in? Isn't that our contribution to the 
benefit's cause? Why do distros get shafted and 
have to pay even more? That's rock club bullshit. 

When mentioning this current situation to local 
punks they seemed incredulous and were not even 
aware of the new policies. Just about everyone said 
they hadn't been to Gilman in ages. 

We plan to attend a meeting at Gilman to discuss 
the distro situation when we can find the time, but 
time for us is limited these days. Athena and Ami 
sat in on a meeting and voiced their concerns of 
nepotism in the booking area a few months ago. 

We hope to do the same. Maybe Gilman needs the 
money, I don't know. Distros are important to the 
local scene. Kids buy records (or even see a bands 
name in the record boxes) and go to see that band 
when they play at Gilman. Labels are able to sell 
their bands music and in turn put out more local/ 
international DIY punk music. This has been going 
on at Gilman since its early days. It's a nurturing, 
consistent cycle that feeds the whole prosperity 
of the scene. The distros hardly make any money 
(we average about $20-$70 on average), especially 
in this economy. Add on to that our 50 mile drive 
to get there, our entrance fee to the gig and our 
yearly membership card and we look at about a $50 
expense for both of us to attend a show at Gilman. 

Tax us $20 on top of that and its just not feasible 
for us to make the trip. That means the club doesn't 
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get our patronage and the kids don't get access 
to cheap punk records. If you would like to join us 
at a meeting in the future get in touch. We plan to 
have all the labels/distros and concerned punks 
in attendance that this policy. Gilman without the 
Prank, Tank Crimes or Six Weeks distros (not too 
mention the small box distros of countless other 
local labels) isn't the same. Ask the volunteers. 

FINAL NOTE: Jake's review follows. 

In defense of The Ramen Days, that film never 
claimed to be a documentary of the entire Bay 
Area punk scene. Only a documentary of a group of 
punks and their bands and friends within the large 
scope of the punk scene, and their experiences at 
Burnt Ramen, a local punk club. The filmmaker, Me- 
lissa Elbirt, has stated this consistently. So there! 



924 GILMAN STREET: Let s Talk 

About Tact and Timing... DVD 

Directed by Jack Curran. Available from Alterna- 
tive Tentacles. 

Let's talk about tact and timing, indeed. Or the 
lack thereof. This DVD has been several years in 
the making, and I suppose the filmmakers deserve 
credit for making this happen. To say it's not easy 
to put a film together is an understatement, so 
please don't lose sight of that fact as you read this 
review. But unfortunately, my initial reaction after 
watching the DVD was that I couldn't believe that 
someone actually managed to provide a document 
of the punk scene that was even more flawed 
than THE RAMEN DAYS. (I know that criticizing 
THE RAMEN DAYS here will probably not result in 
any future contributions to SF&L, but I'm willing 
to bear that cross, heh.) I'm of the opinion that 
the story told in THE RAMEN DAYS is incoherent at 
best, but it at least has aesthetics on its side what 
with the stop-motion graphics and some of the 
best-looking live band footage I’ve seen in any punk 
video. This DVD doesn't even have that going for 
itself. Although there's more of a clear story here, 
chances are the viewer fell asleep before it even 
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begins to get told. I can safely say that I was ready 
to pack it in when I realized that the film's intro ran 
eight minutes long before we even saw the opening 
credits. 

First and foremost, this DVD is nothing more than 
a puff piece on Gilman Street, painting a picture of 
an overly happy, exciting place to be at all times. If 
you've read the Gilman book, you already know that 
this depiction of the club is anything but accurate. 
Further emphasizing that image is an inordinate 
amount of live footage devoted to Gilman's annual 
Punk Prom, which had originally started out as an 
all-out goring of that high school sacred cow that 
most of us were too hated to attend anyway. But by 
this point, Punk Prom has less to do with anything 
remotely satirical than it does with actually emulat- 
ing the real thing that takes place at your local high 
school. Nor does it have anything to do with punk, 
although I'm sure someone at the club could find it 
in themselves to debate that claim. I know I m not 
the only one resentful of the high amount of Punk 
Prom footage used. Many of us did (and some still 
do) put in a lot of effort to try overcoming Gilman's 
long-standing reputation as a punk version of the 
old kids' TV show "Romper Room," and this DVD 
does little to nothing to dispel that notion. When 
seeing this stuff, can you believe that this is the 
same club where punks fought off gangs of Nazis 
and jocks in the middle of the street? 

The local punk scene pretty much gets the shaft 
in this film, with FLESHIES being one of the only 
current, relevant bands presented here. Otherwise, 
you're treated to grainy old videos of OPERATION 
IVY, GENERATOR, and PINHEAD GUNPOWDER. (The 
current Uve footage doesn't fare much better, 
although that may have more to do with the club's 
lighting than anything else.) I won't even get 
started on the inclusion of bands for reasons like 
"so-and-so's older sister went out with such-and- 
such scenester back in the day." But I will say 
this: bands like AGAINST ME! and TED LEO & THE 
PHARMACISTS have no place on this DVD, and were 
included simply because they were popular. Other 
punk celebrities like Lars Fredricksen and members 
of THE OFFSPRING are also there for that same 
reason, in which their useful contributions to this 
film amount to zero. 

The interviews themselves suffer from bad editing, 
in which simple things like someone pausing or 
stammering could have easily been cleaned up 
and made things flow better. There’s way too many 
points where background music could have helped 
especially at times when interview subjects are 
answering questions in their best monotone while 
stammering the whole time. (Isn't this place sup- 
posed to be fun and exciting? Why are you people 
so damned dull?) And I'm sorry, but it was a bad 
choice to not have a narrator. I know the director 
didn't want to have one voice speaking for a col- 
lectively run club and saw a narrator as taking the 
easy way out, but I don't care. When you have text 
popping on and off the screen describing the club, 
it serves the exact same purpose a narrator would 


have anyway. So much for that bright idea. 

I could continue listing 924 GILMAN'S various 
flaws, but to do so would be redundant, as they are 
plainly obvious to anyone that's ever sat down and 
paid attention to a documentary before. Most, if not 
all, of those flaws are due to the fact that the direc- 
tor Jack Curran (a founding member of FIFTEEN with 
Jeff Ott) is a first-time filmmaker. That's one thing 
to consider, but how can you use that excuse when 
a big label like Alternative Tentacles decides to 
put their support into it by releasing the DVD? For 
some reason, I wouldn't have expected Alternative 
Tentacles to sink that kind of money into a film 
that I can only describe as halfassed. Ultimately, 
this is nothing more than an infomercial about a 
shiny, happy pop punk club that doesn't really exist 
in reality. I've been told that sociology professors 
have expressed interest in showing this in class 
when they're discussing collective structures. Fuck 
that shit. If it weren't for people like them, there 
wouldn't be people like me, and as a brief par- 
ticipant in this DVD, you have no idea how much I 
H-A-T-E being a part of something like that. But I'll 
be fair: if anything, 924 GILMAN STREET is reflective 
of how the club was being run at the time, so I 
suppose this DVD is fitting after all.

Bands were all running on schedule thnx to 
the stage manager as well as being backlined, fed, 
beered and crash spaced respectively. We had a 
fucking blast at this fest and I definitely wanna 
attend it again in the future. Big cheers to Curby 
and his crue of 60+ people for pulling this thing off 
for 10 years running!! The only fest in the US I can 
think of that even comes close to 0EF might be the 
Maryland Death Fest. 

Big thnx and love to Stephan Wojczech for booking 
our shit, Kelly for renting us our third van, Sven 
Yellow Dog for the offer of help, Sven and Sandro 
RSR for putting out the tour 7", Karol Selfmadegod 
for the CD and promotion, Tankcrimes for the LP, all 
the bookers and folks that came out to see us and 
say hello. 

Next up for us will be a West Coast tour in Novem- 
ber with MIND OF ASAIN (from Japan). We're all 
really stoked that this amazing band is coming to 
play our region, seven shows in all. A split 7" will 
be available for the tour- put out by Bob over at 
DEEP SIX. M0A has already recorded their side and 
hopefully by the time you are reading this we will 
have recorded our side as well. So heads up west 
coasters!

To the California State Supreme Court that on May

My original column for this issue was lost so 
here's something I wrote awhile back for my blog, 
Rippedopenbymetalexplosions.blogspot.com. Its 
never seen print before (except for some guy who 
said he ran it in his zine and never sent me a copy) 
and this mag prints more copies in one issue than I 
get hits on that blog so I figure not too many folks 
have seen it. Enjoy. 


I used to play in a hardcore band called Spazz. We 
were around from 1993-2000 and put out a ton of 
records and played a bunch of shows. We recorded 
our 2nd album, "La Revancha", in 1997 which 
had a drop by Kool Keith on it. It totally bugged 
everyone out at the time (including myself) and I'm 
constantly asked to tell the story how it all came 
about so I figured I'd write it up here and give you 
all the real deal. 

Spazz was heavily inspired by the underground hip 
hop explosion of the 90s. Hirax Max (drums) and 
I were avid listeners of college radio mix shows 
and I was DJing and collecting hip hop 12 inches 
and making beats much to the chagrin of some 
die hard punks. If you check out our lyrics there's 
tons of references to old hip hop tracks and we 
even named our 3rd album "Crush Kill Destroy" as 
an homage to Organized Konfusion homaging the 
MC's Ultra. I can safely say I was listening to a lot 
more hip hop than hardcore while we were doing 


the band. 

Our friend Neil was a childhood friend of Dan The 
Automator and had met Keith with took a trip with 
Dan out to NY. Neil told of Keith's infamous peep 
show and video arcade route and told us Keith's 
pockets were bulging with change ready to begin 
the trek. He even brought Max back a signed promo 
poster for the "Four Horsemen" LP. I was jealous. 

One night. Max calls me up and says Neil had just 
called him to see if we wanted to meet Kool Keith 
up in SF. Max had school or something so he called 
me and said I should call Neil back ASAP. I called 
Neil, got directions and in my haste grabbed my 
recently purchased "Basement Tapes" LP that hap- 
pened to be sitting out Keith was in town recording 
the Dr. Octagon LP at Dan's parent's house. I drove 
up to SF, met Neil in front of the house and we 
ended up chillin' in Dan's room while they were 
working on "Girl Let Me Touch You", waiting for 
them to take a break. The finished their take and 
emerged Keith emerged from the makeshift vocal 
booth. We chopped it up a bit and I showed him the 
"Basement Tapes" LP and he got pretty bummed. 

He asked where I got it and he said Ced was doing 
all sorts of shit with their material and he had no 
say in any of it. I told him where I picked it up and 
he asked Dan if they could go there tomorrow so he 
could buy one. Then he reached down beside Dan's 
bed and pulled out this huge blue duffle bag. "Do 
you like Max Hardcore?" he asked as he unzipped 
the bag which was stuffed full of VHS porno tapes. 

He started pulling out different tapes and talking 
about him. We talked porn for a minute. Somehow 
we started talking about metal bands (I think Neil 
told Keith he should check out Spazz or something). 
"Do you like Gorefest?" he asked. I told him they 
were alright "Do you like Autopsy?" I told him of 
course and that I knew one of those dudes. Keith 
was pumped. I told him I had a tape of the record 
we were working on and The Automator threw it in 
so we could check it out. Keith was bugging out on 
it. He asked if I could do that same guitar sound on 
the record they were working on. I said no problem 
and told him I would get in touch with them tomor- 
row. I asked Keith if he could do a shout out for 
us and we would put it on the record. Automator 
flipped the tape over and recorded Keith's drop that 
you hear on "La Revancha". 

The next day I called the phone number Automator 
had given me to figure out if and when I could go 
back up to the studio and do some guitar. I never 
got through and they never called me back. "Andy 
Boy" is credited as playing guitar on the track and 
while I cannot confirm or deny it, Neil told me it 
was Andy from Attitude Adjustment. I was happy 
enough to chill with Keith and get that drop. To this 
day, it has to be one of the most bonkers hardcore 
/ hip hop crossovers in the history of music. The 
Judgement Night soundtrack has nothin' on this! 

A few days later Neil called and told us that Keith

A lot of people were catching 
the Spazz reference and asking us about it. I'm not 
sure if Keith ever got a copy of "La Revancha" (I'm 
still holding one for you, man), but I hope someone 
has played it for him at some point. It's one of my 
favorite records we recorded and I'm stoked to 
have a hip hop legend on it. Yeah, I know that this 
post is on some fanboy ish, but it's Poppa Large; 
the one. Rhythm X; KOOL MOTHERFUCKIN' KEITH!!

C.O.S.A.- "Strategic" 7" 6 tracks/ 

MCR Company Records / 1992 / 600 made 
C.O.S.A., which is the abbreviation lor CACHE OF 
STRATEGIC ARMS, played on their first and, to what 
I'm aware ol, simultaneously last EP slower paced 
to up tempo, to some extent metal ridden plus 
slightly crusty in addition to very forceful hardcore/ 
punk with a large amount of guitar solos - at least 
if you compare the "Strategic" 7" to other Japcore 
records of this era. Next to this, their shouter's 
hoarse grunting voice utterly fits into the devastat- 
ing soundscapes this quartet was responsible for. 
For some strange reason C.O.S.A. never got the rec- 
ognition they indisputably deserved, but this wicked 
piece of vinyl entirely shreds. In spite of this, 
somehow no-one gave a fuck about this orchestra 
and maybe that's why this 7" was never repressed 
or bootlegged, I dunno. Aside from this output, 
C.O.S.A. also came into view with one song on the

(Discrete Records / 1993 / the other ensembles 
are BLATHERSKITE, PUS, M.T.A., CRAZY FUCKED

POWER AUTHORITY, DOWN & OUT, COUCH POTATOES, 
OLDER THAN DIRT, DAMNABLE EXCITE ZOMBIES, DIS- 
GRACE, PINK FLAMINGOS, SENSELESS APOCALYPSE, 
DISCORDANCE AXIS, MALICIOUS HATE, VIVISECTION, 
24 IDEAS and SCALD) plus with one track on the 
"Unknown Hardcore DrunkersVol. 2" comp. 2x 
7"es (MCR Company Records / 1991 / investigate 
NOISE DISTRACTION, THE SEMETARY, OVER DOSE, 
BAD TASTE, HEIDEGGER, STRESS, HELLCHILD, a band 
with Japanese capitals, BEYOND DESCRIPTION and 
OUCH too / by the way, C.O.S.A. is the short form 
of CONFORMATION OF STRATEGIC ARMS here. . .). I 
suppose that's all this awesome horde had to offer, 
but if you've more info, please drop me an email - 
thanks in advance! 



CRUSTY HI CHARGE - "Jya-oh-ryu-ko" 7" 

2 tracks / B.J.R Records / 1992 
On their "Jya-oh-ryu-ko" 7", CRUSTY Hi CHARGE 
dished up moderately fast, ultimately powerful, 
metallic and fully driving "burning spirits" styled 
hardcore that consists of really charging, deeper 
vocals. Whoa, this is Japcore to the friggin' max! 
Think of the missing link between NIGHTMARE, 
BASTARD, FORWARD, JUDGEMENT as well as DEFI- 
ANCE OF SHIT BASTARDS and you've got the picture. 
Unfortunately there're only two anthems on this EP 
and that's a shame cuz CRUSTY HI CHARGE are so 
astonishing that I want to hear more - much more!! 
My only complaint is that the label states that this 
EP runs on 33 rpm which is wrong - you'll get 
more satisfaction if you'll spin it at 45 revolutions 
per minute... Anyway, to what I know, this 7", 
that comes in a fold out sheet (where the lyrics 
are printed inside) plus with an oversized insert, 
is this crowd's one and only publication that for 
what motives however hasn't been re-released or 
bootlegged. Too bad for you, so good luck in trying 
to hunt down your copy on the internet.

/ Jap's Strong Style Records / 1996 
Within the inner print (the lyrics can be studied 
there too - at least if you're able to decipher 
Japanese signs...), a guy of the band shows a 
tattoo of the SICK OF IT ALL dragon on his shoulder, 
but there's no need to sweat: With SICK OF IT ALL, 
these four madmen have as much in common as 
the pope with skateboarding. After a strong intro, 
EARTHQUAKE burst into flames with a fine quantity 
of rapid-fire, no holds barred, straight-forward, 
hard-rocking, traditional Japanese hardcore in 
the vein of the companies I already put side by 
side to CRUSTY HI CHARGE. Like all of the records 
within this discourse, "Suck my ass!!" never got the 
re-release or bootleg treatment, so if you missed 
out this tour de force when you had the chance to 
buy it, you should cry crocodile tears as this pearl 
easily sucks... eehhh... kicks (my) ass! 



KATHABUTA - "Tune in, turn on, drop out" 2x 7" 
flexi 8 tracks / Blood Sucker Records / 
1990 


Hhmmm, I guess due to printing problems about 
a half of this review has been omitted in SF&L # 

19, so I decided to send it for a second time, and, 
tatatataaa, here we go again: I'm wondering what 
this moniker could mean... Whatever, KATHABUTA 
were the second horde who had the opportunity to 
release this double whopper on the mighty Blood 
Sucker Records label (BSR - 002) and therefore 
you're already aware of the fact that KATHABUTA 
were (and still are) the motherfukken law. These 
four guys set free a healthy dose of fast, slightly 
metal infiltrated, entirely raging and seriously 
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slaughtering thrashing hardcore over and above 
husky screaming vox. GUDON, MAD CONFLUX, LIP 
CREAM, et cetera come to mind! Next to the lyrics, 
the artwork of this offering shows some very nice 
drawings that could've been from Pushead himself 
(don't get me wrong, I'm not a Pushead devotee, 
but quite a lot of his pictures are simply awesome) 
and this makes "Tune in, turn on, drop out" even 
more worthwhile. At the side of this output, KATHA- 
BUTA also appeared with two cuts on the splendid 
"Starving Dog Eats Master" comp. LP (Blood 
Sucker Records / 1992 / alongside KATHABUTA, 
this extremely recommended sampler features 
CRUCK, BANDIT, WARHEAD JUNK, NIGHTMARE and 
DEATH SIDE) and if I'm not thoroughly incorrect, 
this is all KATHABUTA made public. Try to obtain 
their magnificent nuggets - you'll definitely not be 
disappointed!! 



MINO-5 - "Stagnate" MCD 

5 tracks / Selfish Records / 1991 
MINO-5, who are without a doubt one of the 
lesser prominent crews out of the famous Selfish 


Records' manufacture, was more or less a Japanese 
"all-star" project that put out just this amazing 
MCD and then drowned within the sea of oblivion. 

In fact, I personalty know approximately only a 
handful of people who actually heard of them and 
for that reason I decided to include a brief review 
of this work of genius. That being said, "Stagnate" 
is armed with everything an overwhelming, rough 
Japanese ambush should have: Razor-sharp, 
slightly metallic guitars without going too deep into 
metal hemispheres (even all of the members have 
really looong hair), pounding bass Ones, thundering 
drums and extra throaty yelling vox. In my humble 
opinion every song slays from the first to the last 
second, but the final one, "Intentional paranoia", 
must be mentioned especially as this tune is a 
fucking hymn! All in all, it's kinda sad that MINO-5 
called their quits after this killer because I would've 
loved to take notice of more of their fantastic 
DEATH SIDE-ish symphonies. 

"Overthrow Comp." - comp. LP 
4 bands / 24 tracks / Overthrow Records / 1991 
The third installment on Overthrow Records is one 
of their harder to find releases, that's for sure 
and according to their usual pressing amount, I 


suppose not more than maybe 500 or 1.000 copies 
were made. I can be wide of the mark, so don't 
shoot me if I'm wrong. Well, this sampler features 
merely evil as nails Japanese punk from CRAZY 
FUCKED UP DAILY LIFE (ear piercing, damaging plus 
noisy as fuck hardcore punk with thoroughly insane 
singing parts), UNWISE (I promise that this frantic, 
destructive crashercrust will leave you speechless), 
DISTURBANCE (downtuned, barbaric crust) on top 
of FURAN (crushing, raucous d-beat; top shit). 

All of these squads have other material available 
(records of their own, splits, tapes and/or comp, 
appearances) and since I couldn't find out which 
posse won this all out war of maximum oblitera- 
tion, I urge you to check out every single band. This 
sampler would be a very good start. 

ROT - "Intense noise core 1988 - 1991" CD 
9 tracks / Discommunication Records / 1992 / 1.000 
made 

This column is dedicated to Japanese hardcore 
only, so don't confuse the Japanese ROT with the 
well-known Brazilian mob with the same name. 
Alongside of this, unfortunately I don't have any 
further data since the Japanese ROT were a totally 
odd gang, who were, are, but hopefully will not 
be pretty anonymous anymore. Yep, I rarely write 
about these soulless CDs within these pages, but 
ROT certainty deserves some space, so here we go: 
Don't let you fool you because of the title as ROT 
had nothing to do with noisecore - even not by 
standards when they were active. This foursome let 
the bullets fly with quick to truly hurried, sloppy in 
addition to kinda noisy, there or thereabouts brutal 
traditional Japanese hardcore which included a 
harsh shouting vocalist. I believe that these 18:25 
minutes have more in common with the thrashing 
onslaughts of NIGHTMARE, GUDON, SYSTEMATIC 
DEATH and the like than with the blurry stuff of 
ZOUO, L.S.D. and/or KURO. Sadly this compact disk 
doesn't have a lyric sheet and/or other details (the 
one-sided fold out sleeve only shows pictures of 
the members), but at least ROT express gratitude 
to "All of our friends and all of our sex friends".

TRANQUILIZER - "Myth/The massacre of St. 
Bartholomew" one-sided 7" flexi 2 tracks / 
Tranquilizer Records / 1984 
Okay, in opposite to the other records I talked about 
within this discourse, here we've a real "o.o.o." 

(in case this is your first attempt with SF&L, this 
stands for "old, odd, obscure") gem out of the 
Land of the Rising Sun. TRANQUILIZER were and 
still are fairly mysterious and the circumstance 
that this flexi doesn't contain any info (there're 
no lyrics, no inserts - there's next to nothing...) 
makes them even more anonymous. However, 
this tiny flexi provides slow to mid tempo, sort of 
rhythmic and reasonably harmonious, typical early 
'80's Japanese punk with more or less gravelly 
growling vocals. Don't get me wrong, their singer 
doesn't bark like a rabid grizzly as he rather sounds 
like a more mellow version of GISM's one and 
only Sakevi. As a result, it's no world wonder that 
I think that these two ditties are similar to what 
the mighty GISM would've done if they would've 
played characteristic Japanese punk and not their 
metal infiltrated masterwork. In the end, I like to 
keep this analysis simple, so I just say that you'll 
be keen on TRANQUILIZER if you enjoy classic 
Nippon punk in general, hugh! Oh yeah, before I'll 
fail to remember: This is TRANQUILIZER'S second 
output - their first one is the "Never go to war" 7" 
flexi from '83, but disappointingly this fucker never 
came across my way. Yuck! If your father/mother 
has a spare copy, don't hesitate to get in touch and 
maybe we can work something out. 



VRYKER - "Opening" 7" 
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5 tracks / Discrete Records / 1997 
Actually this bastard has a heading in Japanese, 
but since I don't speak this language, I chose the 
first cut for it. Sorry if that's uncomfortable for your 
tastes, but that's the way I'm giving my foreign 
named as well as nameless records titles since this 
whole "s/t"-thing sucks anyway, ha! Nevertheless, 
to what you should not be picky with is VRYKER's 
music as these four dudes delivered the goods with 
from tip to toe nothing but fast, completely robust 
over and above hookladen hardcore in the best 
"burning spirits" fashion you can imagine. I shit 
you not, VRYKER are unreservedly out of this world, 
which stands for that fans of the legendary DEATH 
SIDE will absolutely go apeshit over this murderous 
masterpiece. Unfortunately I'm an old and senile 
fart, therefore I forgot any further information 
about this godsend unit. Oh wait, I just recognized 
that VRYKER also had one track on the "Japan In 
Decline" comp. LP too (Six Weeks Records / 1999

DISORDERLY, DUDMAN, SU19B, MORE NOISE FOR 
LIFE, HASHDUM and T.R.U.T.H.). No matter what, 
you should do everything (sell your grandma or 
whatever!!) with the intention of getting this lethal 
puppy into your collection!

Blast furnace temperatures outside? Gas well 
over four bucks a gallon? Van on the fritz? It must 
be time for tour! Nothing reaffirms my love for 
playing punk rock more than piling into a confined 
steel hell-on-wheels with a bunch of other cranky 
geezers and taking the distortion circus on the road. 
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Sardonic readers might think I'm being a facetious 
asshole here but I'm speaking from the heart! It's 
true that certain parts of touring's bountiful payoff 
can come in uncomfortable moments and weird 
memories that are better laughed about at a much 
later date but the whole process sure beats sitting 
at home studying the wallpaper. Both of the bands 
I play in managed to venture out for some thrash 
away from home this summer and all of it was well 
worth the effort. No one died, lost a limb or went 
to jail and a vast majority of the gigs were fun as 
fuck. That's a mission decisively accomplished in 
my book! 

The life expectancy of punks still playing in 
active bands seems like it has really risen over the 
past few years. That's killer! Old thrashers have 
taken the never say die attitude to heart and given 
a healthily belligerent and very Sid Vicious-like 
"piss off" to the idea of knowing when to quit. Fuck 
bowing out gracefully! Despite shit talking bravado, 
it does get a little more complicated than just 
quitting your job and jumping in the van when tour 
time comes. Even with all kinds of untold adventure 
waiting just around the bend, every year it gets 
a little harder to drag everyone away from their 
daily routine. Older punks have spouses to placate, 
kids to beat, vegetable gardens that need tending, 
furniture to shop for and heroin addictions that take 
up nearly every waking hour. It can be a hard road 
successfully balancing your feeble days as a use- 
less husband and your white-hot nights as a rock n' 
roll nightmare. You just have to remind yourself that 
leaving these beloved vestiges of normalcy behind 
for three weeks of bad food and cheap beer is what 
keeps life interesting. 

As most of you probably know, it can be a nerve 
killer putting even the shortest trek together. Plot- 
ting out the best course with the always-too-small 
window of opportunity you're given to work with 
after you sort out all of your bandmates' schedules 
can really sour your lust for full-throttle stupidity 
on the open road. Wilt your drummer manage to get 
the time off work? Did your bass player remember 
to buy a functioning amplifier? Does asking for a 
guarantee so low that it won't even cover gas make 
you look like an greedy rock star with an entitle- 
ment complex? Will Johnny Buttflap still even Uve 
at The Dog Turd Collective by the time you've driven 
the five hundred miles to Utah? The excitement 
always waits until we're actually knee-deep in the 
process of cramming the guitars, drums and merch 
into the van before it fully dons on me. But when 
that time comes, there are few things that signal 
eminent fun as much as enjoying that first of many 
ice cold Miller products while still parked in front 
of the rehearsal room watching Al play Tetris with a 
bunch of Marshall cabinets . 

The messy climax of our first extended weekend 
of gigs this summer took place at the Maryland 
Death Fest in Baltimore. Knowing full-well that we 
were going to be the token old dude punk rock band 
on the bill, we hoped we wouldn't go over like a 
bunch of evangelical mimes in a titty bar. I'm sure 


there were plenty of death metal purists asking 
who let the RAMONES cover band on the stage but 
I think we managed to pull off the distortion thrash 
attack with some level of dignity. The fastcore 
diehards and die-even-harder dudes moshing in 
cow costumes seemed to dig it. Playing on a huge 
stage with flashing spotlights, monitors emitting a 
constant BZZZZZZZZ and dudes wearing laminates 
on lanyards running around pretending to know 
how to operate the soundboard is always a little 
awkward. We're more at home in basements and 
shitty dive bars than in one of these big time rock 
clubs. It was still a totally fun experience and the 
promoters did a bang up job making the three days 
o' death run smoothly, leaving us with nothing to 
worry about but getting drunk, checking out some 
metal bands and doing a whole lot of people watch- 
ing. I was surprised how many bloodstained-in-the- 
goat wool older death metal wizards came up after 
our set to reminisce fondly about listening to SORE 
THROAT back in the day. Kinda cool. That may also 
be pretty indicative of what we sounded like on that 
big ass stage. BZZZZZZZZ never dies, dude! The 
one band that we were all really looking forward to 
seeing and the one band that really delivered the 
fucking goods in a drunken spectacular far beyond 
expectation were Australian grindrock killers 
BLOOD DUSTER. I grabbed a front row spot for the 
carnage and managed to achieve that perfect level 
of booze-boosted enthusiasm by the time these 
perverts hit the stage. I remember being inspired to 
try and pull the barricade out of the floor and had 
formed a solid plan of using it to crush everyone 
in the pit if the DUSTER dudes were to launch into 
"She's A Junkie" - one of my personal favorites - 
but opted instead to just stand there, bang my head 
like a retarded gorilla and try not to pass out as 
kids dressed in Hazmat costumes flung themselves 
into the fires of rock n' roll hell all around me. A 
killer festival for sure! 

Mr. Roboto Project in Pittsburgh and Now That's 
Class in Cleveland are as different as two venues 
could be. One has been host to some of the best 
all ages gigs I've ever seen and the other is like a 
seedier and more punk rock version of the bar in 
Star Wars. Both have always been tour highlights 
and I really hope that these two pillars of the punk 
rock underground can continue to host kick ass 
shows for a long time to come. It would be grim 
to come through either town and not play at these 
bastions of live brutality. It's strange to notice how 
the crowds in both of these cities have naturally 
gotten older and a bit more laid back in recent 
years but that there seems to be less and less 
young people arriving on the scene to take up the 
flag for rowdy mayhem. If anything, the younger 
folks seem a little more docile than their wizened 
elders. I guess it's no big deal but it makes for 
an odd mental image of walkers and canes in the 
pit when we play with THE INMATES or CAUSTIC 
CHRIST at some point in 2013. 

One of the best new places we played this 
summer was a house venue called The Puppy 



Mill. After playing in some places where the scum 
level was so high you honestly started to fear for 
your health - black mold, maggots in the sink and 
flea-infested drum sets ain't no joke - it's always 
killer to find yourself in a classy place ran by classy 
folks! Chips, dip and freshly sliced fruit for both 
the bands and the kids in the crowd? Outstanding! 
Unfortunately, I've heard they're going to have to 
lay low for a while and may even be shutting their 
doors. As shitty as that would be, hopefully these 
setbacks won't derail the real strength of this venue 

- the organizer! It would be a huge benefit to all 
touring bands hoping to play Philadelphia if super 
pro promoter and all-around diehard thrasher Hazel 
decides to continue setting up shows at some other 
location. In the current realm of primarily geezer 
punks setting up shows, it's a relief to meet at least 
one young punk rocker with their head on straight 
and totally down to have fun and well-organized 
gigs! It was awesome to watch Hazel deal appro- 
priately with some lame ass crusties trying to bum 
their way into the gig without paying. All of you 
free-loading scumbags that throw a fit and refuse 

to pay when there's a band from out of town (or 

- as in this case - from overseas) are the fucking 
enemy. I guess you probably ain't reading this since 
you can't download it for free off some stupid blog 
but fuck you all the same. It's one thing to be short 
a buck or two on occasion but it's total bullshit 
when you foul-smelling idiots make a routine out 

of bitching about a five dollar cover charge when 
you're standing there with a forty-ounce of malt 
liquor in your hand. Go overdose in someone else's 
bathroom. 

Before I get totally off track here, lemme 
just say that even as my back starts to complain 
a little louder about sleeping on floors and my 
ever-expanding gut starts demanding more stops 
at Whole Food and less seven layer burritos: I still 
dig the fuck out of touring! What the fuck else am 
I gonna do that is any more fun? I love watching 
bad horror movie sequels at 4 AM and I love being 
introduced to vegetarian taco shops in Austin and 
vegan Chinese buffets in Dallas and I love listening 
to the weirdos from my own band sing outlaw 
country tunes while shot gunning beers as we kill 
time before every gig and I love having bands like 
NICE VIEW and COFFINS remind me that awesomely 
fucked up underground music still thrives all over 
the planet and I love having bands like HOOKER 
SPIT WINDEX and NO MAN'S SLAVE rekindle my 
enthusiasm for seeing new bands go nuts over here 
in my own corner of the globe and I especially love 
seeing a band like FLAG OF DEMOCRACY show us all 
why there's no reason to fucking stop! 

RIPPIN' METAL ENDNOTES 
OF HELLISH DEATH: 

Dear punks, it's probably not very realistic to as- 
sume metal dudes are gonna start adhering to your 
punk-approved values and politics just because 
you've discovered CELTIC FROST and SODOM. It's 
metal and it's supposed to be dumb and vicious. 
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That's part of the appeal. Stop trying to ruin the 
fun by projecting your own uptight ethics on to 
Satan's warriors! Intellectual metal sounds almost 
as interesting as tasteful porn. No thanks! That 
ain't to say there aren't a few metal bands out 
there who may very well be standout members of 
the community but for the most part it's metal and 
the good stuff tends to be ugly as fuck. You might 
wanna stick to NAUSEA records if you lack the sense 
of humor necessary to avoid having your feelings 
hurt every time some metal band uses words, ideas 
and images that have been outlawed inside the 
safety circle of punk. These guys aren't ever gonna 
play by your rules nor do they give a shit about you 
and your thin-skinned sense of morality. Why would 
they? Most DARKTHRONE clones probably don't 
want to swap their demo for a copy of your 'zine 
about radical DIY feminist hygiene products. I ain't 
writing off all metal bands as brain dead assholes 
(we got plenty of those playing hardcore, too) but if 
you run some risk of being influenced by the lyrics 
of European teenagers wearing clown make up in 
the woods - you aught not be listening to metal in 
the first place! 

Speaking of standout members of the commu- 
nity, it seems my interview with those Christ-butch- 
ering demons of NUNSLAUGHTER offended a few 
folks. Weird. Fans of metal outraged by deviltry? 
What fun would it be to play in a metal band and 
not raise hell with Jesusfreaks? It doesn't seem like 
lambasting Christian-owned vinyl pressing plants 
with picture discs featuring disemboweled priests 
is that far removed from antagonizing Republican 
print shop workers with 7" lyric sheets calling for 
the fiery demise of George Bush. Personally, I find 
both very amusing in the same way that I find most 
juvenile acts of rebellion endearing. A sense of 
humor can also be helpful in these situations. No 
one is saying that you shouldn't get pissed when 
someone stomps on your toes but going so far as 
to imply that being anti-Christian is somehow in 
the same league with being racist or homophobic 
is total bullshit.

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NOTES FROM THE WEST

I am not exactly the new kid on the block, but 
I am new to you Short, Fast & Loud readers. My 
name is Shawn Elliott and I am one of two original 
members of Capitalist Casualties and have been 
in the band since 1987. The way the idea of this 
column came about was one night I was over at Jeff 
and Athena's (also joined by Monica, Athena's best 
friend — BFFs dinner party — woot woot!). Anyways, 
Jeff and I were reminiscing on old war stories of 
the past when I think I was going on about "Tom 
Tom Fucks His Mom" and Athena said to me that I 
should consider writing a column for SF&L about all 
the freaks that I know. I don't know if it is growing 
up in Sonoma County or being part of the hardcore 
scene, but there has never been a shortage of 
freaks. 

The late 80s was a place in time where the scene 
was good but on one of many of its downward spi- 
rals. One of many punk houses in Santa Rosa, The 
3rd Street House, was infamous for its prior tenants 
with the likes of Victims Family, various shows, and 
keg parties hosted in the front living room! Keg 
parties were already the norm long before I moved 
in, so chaos was happening on any given day. This 
was a hot spot for drug/drink/sex/punk rock ex- 
travaganzas that were more than a happening, they 
were daily events. We sat on the roof and drank, 
pissing off the front porch onto an unsuspecting 
passers by, unwanted guests, hanger-ons or even 
worse: beer mooches (Hugo/Deaf Dave), who ever! 
Roommates were like a revolving door, with likes of 
Danno, Janet The Planet, Cornell, Lori, Matt Martin, 
and his woman at the time (who I choose to leave 
nameless but some of you know who I'm referring 
to, due to the legendary status of her camel toe 
gracing the back picture of the Capitalist/Dread 
7inch), a truly frightening sight! Anyways, you get 
the picture. There were more tenants at Third Street 
then the various brands of alcohol and drugs that 
graced this once reputable Victorian house. Thinking 
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back now, I guess it was a very unique situation. 

All of our neighbors on both sides of us were 
houses turned into law offices and various other 
businesses. After business hours we were able to 
hold keg parties and shows. Conveniently, Capitalist 
was able to practice right in the front living room 
multiple times a week (unheard of these days), 
never having to break down equipment. The house 
was host to some more than painful all-star jams. 

The place even had its own ghetto-style pool table, 
stolen from the St. Vincent donation drop-off down 
the street. It didn't come with pool cues so we 
improvised and used closet hanger rods, which 
gave the appearance of some kind of bad "Fred 
Flintstone punk rock cartoon joke". With even worse 
English on every stroke, we found hours of enjoy- 
ment and bragging rights with every game won. 

It was most definitely hard living and could 
hold a clue as to why I'm now a diabetic. WAH! With 
a strict diet of non-stop booze/methamphetamines/ 
macaroni & cheese, we pushed on and there really 
did not seem to be that many bad times, even in 
the dead of winter, when we were freezing our 
asses off because we were too cheap to turn on 
the heat! We would just sacrifice whatever furniture 
was deemed not worthy. Usually Danno would start 
busting up a chair or whatever and throw it in the 
fireplace. We would all huddle around, 40's in hand, 
and this was a normal night at Third Street. I can 
think of only two bad experiences that left me a 
little scarred. The first being when five or six skin- 
heads kicked in the front door because they heard 
Deaf Dave (town idiot) lived there. He never did, he 
had only attended a party there the week before, 
and was asked to leave. No one wanted to hear his 
babble about how he was not a skinhead anymore! 
Unfortunately the skinheads kicked the door in and 
busted a bottle over Chad's head. He was the local 
clerk at our favorite, closest liquor store (Anthony's 
Liquor, R.I.P.) 

Me and a little guy named Ernie from the islands 
fought them off with the closet hanger/pool cues 
then took Chad to the hospital to get stitched up. 

The second bad experience was the truly 
horrifying: "Tom-Tom Fucks His Mom". When I first 
moved in, I was introduced to the tenant who lived 
in the back rental. It was adjacent to the wall in 
the back bedroom which was my room. He claimed 
to be tight with the former crew before us, so that 
gave him an "in" as far as "street cred" went, I 
guess. Anyways, he would come by late at night, 
after leaving the local douche bag watering hole, 
The Ale Works. He would come talk shit about how 
us, the new crew, were fucking that place up and 
how the scene used to be so much more superior, 
blah blah blah. We would tolerate it with hopes and 
with the prior knowledge that he would kick down 
cocaine. It was a painful experience sometimes, 
but when you're young and under the influence, 
you tend to do some really dumb ass shit. One 
night I was in my room with Dominic, I think it was 
anyways, we were still up late drinking and we 
heard Tom come home. You could hear him come 


in and tell his mom to shut the fuck up and heard 
her say back, "Not tonight Tom." Then the atrocities 
would begin. Through the wall you could hear him 
proceed in having sex with his own mother (!) with 
her continuing to say, "Not tonight Tom," and him 
just saying, "Shut the fuck up, bitch." To this day, it 
remains the most truly wrong-ass shit I have ever 
been witness to in my life. And if there was ever 
a time to call the cops, that would hands-down be 
the time. Although, we didn't because my kind don't 
call the cops, ever. However, in reflecting back, that 
probably would have been the most humane thing 
to do.

We 
avoided him like the plague. Note this wasn't even 
a one time occurrence. I fell asleep to this kind of 
moral injustice on more than a few occasions. 

A few months later. Third Street house fell 
victim to scumbags skipping out on rent (Jerry 
Bowan). This left me trying to cover everyone else's 
share, plus my own rent and only coming up short. I 
feel I can honestly say that with the demise of Third 
Street and many other classic punk rock houses, at 
least I was one of the last ones there to watch that 
motherfucker go down!

I find myself immediately turned off by the label 
promo stuff that declares that BRAINDEAD put 
a modern twist on "a more classic hardcore 
sound" and offer up a "sick cover of IG6Y AND THE 
STOOGES 'Search And Destroy'." Seriously, does 
anyone ever need to cover that again? No. File it 
with "Sonic Reducer" and the oft butchered other 
classic by THE STOOGES, "I Wanna Be Your Dog," 
of which I am told that BLACKBIRDS deliver a "kick 
ass cover." Ugh. I am probably less excited to 
listen to this record than you are excited to read 
the rest of this review, which perhaps is not very 
much, especially after I am told that this record 
is for fans of AMERICAN NIGHTMARE (who I do 
secretly enjoy sometimes) and IGGY AND THE 
STOOGES. So basically, if I like THE STOOGES, 
then this record is for me because these bands 
(most likely) butcher once classic songs long 
since driven into the ground by countless bands 
whose talent and originality could not fill the 
proverbial thimble? Not likely. But I must listen 
anyway, not just because it is my sword duty as an 
eternally past deadline record reviewer, but also 
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because it is not entirely the fault of these two 
bands - (whom I know nothing about save this 
press release, printed on a recycled UPS shipping 
label and stuck on the plastic outer sleeve of the 
record, so I can't reuse it even if the record sucks 
ass and purge it rapidly from my collection lest 
it taint the BRAINBOMBS or BLACK FORK records 
it might nestle with on the shelves) - that the 
person trying to hawk their release is not good at 
convincing me that I should like this record, and 
also because what REALLY matters is what the 
record sounds like (though it's hard to imagine 
me saying that after writing this essay on nothing 
having anything to do with the aural quality of 
this BLACKBIRDS/BRAINDEAD split release). So 
first come BLACKBIRDS, who inexplicably start 
their side with their "kick ass" cover of "I Wanna 
Be Your Dog," which sounds like the blown out 
live version recorded by SID VICIOUS on his sub 
par solo record (except there is no piano and 
there's a fucking wrong note at the end of the 
chorus), so naturally I am super pumped for the 
rest of their side. Two tracks follow, "Haves" and 
Have Nots," and the muddy recording still makes 
the band's intent difficult discern, but judged on 
their own, these songs are capable screaming 
hardcore in the vein of lots of side to side mosh 
it up bands (I want to compare them stylistically 
to MODERN LIFE IS WAR, except that this stuff is 
just OK, while I think that MLIW are superb, but 
you get the idea). BRAINDEAD start out like YOUTH 
OF TODAY in the 21st century. Fast youth crew 
with extra mosh bits that bring visions of a sea 
of moronic windbreakers to my mind...but then 
I get the "modern twist" that their label genius 
was hyping up. It seems that these kids bought 
a couple of ISIS records (or perhaps a later CAVE 
IN disc?) and are trying to incorporate that slow, 
airy "guitar in the clouds" sound into their very 
basic hardcore songs. After the first song is over, 

I am of the opinion that it does not work. It works 
way better than their STOOGES cover though, 
which is mediocre beyond belief. Seriously, I am 
making an effort here, and I fully admit that my 
words are clouded by the biased manner in which 
I approached these songs, but I really should have 
stopped my review back when I said "I must listen 
anyway."

SFL: What year did FOD start playing? Who were some 
of the bands that inspired you guys to start playing 
and what did you have in your head as far as what you 
wanted to sound like when you first got together? 

Jim: Mike our first drummer and I started playing together 
in the spring of 1982. We would play “Baby Let’s Twist 
“ by THE DICTATORS and “Love Comes In Spurts” 
by Richard Hell. Plus some other songs I had written. I 
was into THE RAMONES, THE BUZZCOCKS, THE 
DICKIES and THE JAM. I always kind of imagined the 
band as a faster more pissed of version of THE DICKIES. 
More sarcastic funny than jokey. Crazier. More destructive. 
Haha! Then I wanted to be faster than GANG GREEN and 
HUSKER DU back when people thought HUSKER DU 
was just too fucking fast. 

Dave: The band started in 1982 but I joined in spring 1983. 
I think the idea was to be like a fast version of THE JAM 
and BUZZCOCKS. Then later on we started grooving 
heavily on the original DC and Boston hardcore bands. 

SFL: What was it like setting up gigs and making 
records during the early days of FOD? What are some 
of the biggest differences - good and bad - that you 
notice about playing live gigs and releasing records for 
punk rock bands in 2008? Does it ever get easier to set 
up tours and get records released or does it remain a 
struggle even after twenty years of doing it? 


SFL: Please introduce yourselves! Name, age, instrument 
played, musical hero and favorite beer? 

Jim: Jim, 43, guitar and lead vocals, musical hero would have 
to be an amalgamation of Johnny Ramone, Pete Townshend, 
Stan Lee from THE DICKIES and Robert Quine from THE 
VOIDOIDS. Yuengling porter always works. 

Dave: 43, electric bass guitar, John Entwistle and Chuck 
Dukowski. I don’t give a fuck about beer anymore. I drank so 
much throughout my life I lost my taste for it. I like red wine 
but cheep beer like Piels, National Bohemian and Strohs are 
great! 
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FLAG OF DEMOCRACY have been kicking ass longer 
than most of you have been alive. They have always 
managed to slip under the radar of hype while lesser bands 
grabbed fifteen minutes of fame, sucked and then bit the 
fucking dust. Meanwhile, back in Philly, FOD are still 
faithfully blasting away! Interview questions asked by 
Doug and answered by Jim and Dave. 


Jim: It was teal easy for us to get shows. We were at every |:g 
sho^v as it was 1 1 remember Howard Saunders having to take 
us off a Love Hall show because we were playing every other 
week it seemed! We still don’t really go looking for shows. 
People are always asking us to play. We used to make records 
in basements. We still make our records in basements! We get 
asked about touring a lot. It would be so easy for us to hook 
one up. We have friends who are booking agents and rent vans 
and gear, we just don’t have the time or money right now. 
Maybe when our kids get older or when magic plane tickets 
start falling from the sky. People are so much better organized 
these days. Bands have so many opportunities. I was talking 
to Bull who played bass in R.A.M.B.O. at a show about how 
fucking jealous I was of those guys touring South East Asia! 
We never would have dreamed of something like that. Or 
South America or Russia or anywhere else you can think of. 
We were happy if we could make it to California and back in 


one piece 


Jim: The kids into hardcore and punk are just as passionate 
about the music now as we were then. Really into the music 
and it’s history and the messages of songs. In fact I think the 
underground at least in thrash and fast music is stronger now 
than ever with people all over the world into it, communicating 
and listening to each others music. On a grand scale you 
could say there are more boneheads or poesuers because 
there were never mega-hit zillion record selling punk bands 
like GREENDAY or BLINK 1 82 out there casting out that 
big net and bringing in whoever. Punk is so ingrained in the 
mainstream now. Every girl on the Disney Channel has a pop 
punk single. 

Dave: I think it’s about the same feeling but back then it was 
a new form of music and it was revolutionary. Today people 
are way jaded even before they hit twenty! Still plenty of great 
bands and fun to be had though! 


Dave: I never did shit in the early days. Jim would just tell me 
when the gigs were. I think it’s much easier to set up gigs now 
but making it to them is very hard due to all that life stuff! 

SFL: Do you think the people into punk rock and hardcore 
have the same general attitudes and enthusiasm now as 
they did when you guys started? 


SFL: Do you think things were better back in the day or is 
that just revisionist nostalgia? 

Jim: We were pretty much the first batch of kids to grow up as 
punk rockers. We all got into punk in the late 70 ’s. We were 
making music that hadn’t been made before with that newness 
and excitement. Punks weren’t the lovable guys singing in 


cookie commercials. They were on “Quincy” and “CHIPs” 
killing people and fucking shit up. Hardcore was scary and 
dangerous. The scene was so much smaller. Shows were cool 
in that if there was a show everyone came. Mohawk, straight 
edge, skater, goth... whatever. Everyone went to the show and 
knew each other. I think that made it more fun. Now things 
are like: go to the show were the bands all play the exact 
music you listen to. Everyone at the show listens to and loves 
the exact same music and dresses like me and thinks like me. 
Boring. 


Losing lance Hahn to kidney disease at 40 years old and Pig 
Champion or our friend Paul Decolator. There’s songs that you 
wish you could have had the chance to hear. 

Dave: I can’t think of any bands that went really downhill. I’m 
feeling too posi this morning! 

SFL: Any funny or crazy tour stories you’d like to share? 
What is the single stupidest thing you’ve witnessed while 
playing a live show? 



Jim: For stupidest act, we were playing The Outhouse in 

Lawrence, Kansas on the 
4th on July. I’m guessing 
it was around 1988. The 
Outhouse was a cinder block 
building in the middle of 
a cornfield. We got there 
early and proceeded to get 
fucked up with the kids 
at the show. A real party 
atmosphere. We were 
hanging out with these crazy 
girls who were listening to 
polka music, speaking with 
German accents and painting 
themselves with day-glo 
paint. They said we could 
crash at their place since we 
had no other arrangements. 
Needless to say by the time 
we were gonna play we 
were all painted day-glo and 
tripping balls. The opening 
band was ED HALL a killer 
psychedelic punk band from 
Texas. Since it was the 4th 
of July they thought it would 
be fun to shoot off fireworks 
so they lined bottle rockets 
up on top of our amps and 
shot them off into the crowd! 
While we were playing! 

The little cinder block 
building fills up with smoke 
and everyone scatters. One 
bottle rocket hits the girl 
who we’re staying with in the nose! She goes to the hospital. 
We’re left alone in a cornfield painted day-glo, drunk, high 
and tripping! In Kansas. With nowhere to stay. The ED HALL 
guys hooked us up with a friend of theirs who let us stay at his 
place. It kinda was their fault. Haha! Crazy fuckers. 


SFL: Have there been any bands that you’ve come into 
contact with over 
the years that you 
feel are peers in 
FOD’s amazing 
history of ass-kicking 
longevity? 


Jim: They all broke 
up! Actually, we 
played w/ 76% 
UNCERTAIN not 
too long ago and they 
killed! The guys in 
ADRENALIN OD 
are all still making 
music. Paul and Jack 
in SUX. Bruce has 
the brunch mummies 
and Dave is actually 
doing stand up 
comedy. Hah! I 
always thought 
SNUFF was great 
for so many years. 
Duncan still makes 
great records. THE 
HARD ONS are 
still at it! A lot of 
our friend in Philly 
are still making 
music. Haha! Is 
HELLNATION an 
old band now? I 
guess so! 


Dave: I always drew inspiration from POISON IDEA for 
staying crazy for so long. Now many of the old Philly bands 
are back - DECONTROL, YDI, even THE SIC KIDZ and 
PURE HELL - Philly punk bands from 1978 - came back for a 
few years! 


SFL: Any bands that you guys ran into that totally went down 
the drain in a dramatic way? 

Jim: More than selling out or just making crappy music, the 
thing that really bums me out lately is people dying. RKL was 
one of the best bands I’ve ever seen in my life. Just everything 
about them was incredible. Now most of the band is gone. 


Dave: Oh man. We have so many and I’m drawing a blank. 
When we toured we definitely left an impression with people. 
Got two or three people fired from their jobs because they 
couldn’t wake up after partying with us. One tour we brought 
like sixty M-80’s and just blew shit up everywhere we went. 
Stupid stuff at shows. There was one big place in Germany - 
Jim remembers the name - instead {^thrashing they’d throw 





tons of paper around. It was like the Blue Man Group without 
any artistic value. Couples making out on the stage floor while 
stage divers are stomping on them but they still wouldn’t stop. 

SFL: Greatest act of kindness or heroic deed witnessed 
while on tour? 

Jim: For heroic acts, Rich Hoak who plays drums in TOTAL 


Jim does it. The few songs I 

write are inspired by JAH. 


Jim: I’ve never played any other type of music. It’s not like 
I’m gonna wake up one morning and wanna start playing alt 
country or black metal. I write songs and play them with my 
friends Dave and Bob. What comes out of that is FOD. A lot 
of people really slagged off playing fast music like the was 
no substance to it or that it lacked depth. But fuck listen to 
ARTICLES OF FAITH or old HUSKER DU! Sure there are 
a lot of generic bands but that’s true of every genre of music. 
There are just some stellar bands out there. We played with 
NICE VIEW from Nagoya the other night and they just dusted 
us. That shit keeps you inspired. A lot of the songs for the 
new record were written after we played a show in Philly w/ 
HELLNATION, BRODY’S MILITIA, VOETSEK, DFA and 
AFFIRMATIVE ACTION JACKSON. All these bands play 
crazy fast as fuck powerful music in there own style. It really 
brought home the feeling of being part of a larger community 
of like minded people. There were a lot of years where the 
music we were playing was soooooo out of step. There was 
no one who cared. We played for ourselves. I felt like we were 
alone screaming in the middle of a desert. Playing our guts out 
to no one. 


SFL: What inspires the creation of new FOD tunes these 
days? 


Jim: I think when you turn 40 you should be given an electric 
guitar. Working men are pissed! I’ve got more shit to work out 
now than when I was 17! 


SFL: I remember listening to a tape of the new FOD album 
in your truck when we stopped in Philly like five years ago! 
How come it’s taken so long to get the new CD released? 
Please give the readers a heads up on the new record! 



FUCKING DESTRUCTION and BRUTAL TRUTH was tour 
manager for our 1991 European tour. He also went out with us 
on our first u.s. tour back in the 80’s. We had just got off the 
ferry from Copenhagen and Rich was driving the van. We’re 
rolling along at a good pace when up ahead in the road we see 
a mother duck and her little ducklings crossing! All the bad ass 
punkers scream, “NOOOOOO” as Rich steers the van OVER 
the duck family! We looked out the back window to see them 
make it safely to the other side of the Autobahn. Oh, and so 
as not to ruin Rich’s street cred... later that day he slaughtered 
a goat and we drank pigs blood out of it’s skull and smoked 
bongs out its ass. 

Dave: I remember Sammy from FANG gave us a case of 
Ramen noodles when we didn’t have money for food but the 
next year he killed our friend Dixie which kind of undoes all 
the fun times and kind things. Bummer. 

SFL: You guys have the amazing ability to mix killing 
speed and boiling-point pissed off energy with some of the 
best melodies in the history of hardcore punk. Has it gotten 
harder over the years to keep this up? 


Jim: We’ve been through a ton of shit making this record. We 
recorded the first batch of tracks when we did the Japanese 
cover songs for the “Tomorrow Will Be Worse” compilation. 
We went in recording basic tracks another two times. Then 
Dave and I would go in and play overdubs and do vocals. 






Mixing took forever. Arik from Creep Records runs the studio. 
It’s in his house. We record for free. It’s a labor of love for him 
but if he gets a band that wants to pay him to book a week in 
the studio he’s gotta take that job so he can support himself. 
We’ve been put to simmer on the back burner more than a few 
times. Plus since we started recording we’ve all had busy lives 
going on. All of us had kids. I had two. There’s eight of them 
between the three of us. I got married. Bob got divorced. My 
dad died. My best friend died from an overdose. Just a ton of 
shit going on where vou can’t get vour ass into the studio. 


Dave: We’re 
widely scattered 
and no one ever 
returns phone 
calls. Plus we 
never pay for 
studio time so the 
paying people get 
first shot in the 
Creep studio. Arik 
has a store right 
down the street so 
he can’t duck me 
anymore! 


SFL: I can’t 
think of any 
punk rock band 
with a dude more 
bad ass than your 
drummer Bob. 
Where did you 
meet him? 


Jim: These cops 
down in Georgia 
called me up and 
said they had the 
corpse of a red- 
haired wild man 
in their freezer! 

We thawed it out 
and Bob jumped 
up and started 
playing drums. 

Oh. You mean the 
real story? Bob 
was close friends 
with a girl I was 
going with back 
in college. They had a band called ARMCHAIR GENERALS 
that she played bass in and Bob played drums. They never 
really played out. More of a having fun thing. Bob and I 
started hanging out a lot. He would got to FOD shows with us 
He would drive us up to the Anthrax in Connecticut or up to 
Jersey to hang with the guys in AOD. There’s video of FOD 
opening for the DEAD KENNED YS and Bob is sitting on 
the side of the stage playing air drums through the entire set. 
When Mike our first drummer started losing interest in punk 


- he wanted to play world beat dance music - 1 kept thinking 
we should get Bob in the band. He had moved to Michigan 
with his family and was doing concrete work. I called him 
up one day and said, “wanna play drums in FOD”? He said 
yes and moved out here and we’ve been doing the FOD thing 
ever since. Probably 85 or 86? I’m not really sure. “Shatter 
Your Day” was recorded but not yet released. That’s why we 
thanked “our new drummer Bob” in the liner notes. 


SFL: The first time I saw you guys, Bob would get off his 
drum seat and come out into 
the crowd during your set to 
drink beer with us and ask 
how things sounded. That 
rules. 


Dave: That’s the part of the set 
we call “killing the momentum”. 
Yeah! He was this crazy dude 
who would go to our shows 
wrapping his head up in duct 
tape and conducting us as we 
played. When Mike Gianonne 
left, I was so worried we’d never 
find anyone that good. I didn’t 
even know Bob played! We 
got lucky! He left a lucrative 
career pouring concrete floors in 
Michigan to join us idiots! 


Jim: I don’t know how many 
times I’ve seen drums go flying 
past my head! Like whole drum 
kits flying off a theater stage into 
the crowd. At one show, I looked 
back and he was holding his 
bass drum up over head. When 
he threw it it knocked over a 
big PA speaker on a metal stand 
that fell over and landed on Bob. 
I’ve seen him use those same 
throwing skills to take off a rear 
view mirror of a rental van with 
an empty tequila bottle! 


SFL: Are there any high or 
low points from the FOD 
discography? What album 
would you recommend a young 
thrasher get first if they’re just 
getting into FOD? 


Jim: I guess “Shatter Your Day” is the classic FOD record 
though calling a punk record classic seems kinda weird to 
me It was recorded during hardcore’s initial explosion. Songs 
that we had been playing out for awhile. When I listen to it 
now I’m surprised how good we were! “23” is a good record 
though kind of uneven. We were trying a lot of different things 
as far as song structure and recording. I was playing an Ampeg 
V4 through this giant Marshall 8x10 cab. bjo distortion boxes 


v 
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or effects. I got overdrive just by turning it all the way up. 

If you’ve played an old Ampeg you know how crazy that is. 
Like surfing on a tidal wave. Some crazy ass thrash songs, 
it was also the first record we did with Bob so it was kind of 
like a new band. “Down With People” has some great songs 
on it. Really killer stuff but the production is a little off. It was 
our first time in a 24 track studio and I think we got a little 
lost. The drums are thin and high pitched. A lot of HUSKER 
DU records of the same ere have that going on. The guitars 
are high pitched and fuzzed out. I think we smoked way too 
much weed in the studio and over-compensated for the high 
end loss you get when you’re stoned. Haha! There’s even the 
sound of a bong being ripped at the beginning of the song 
“Pocketlips”. We worked really hard to get it to be the same 
tempo as the drum roll that starts the song! “Hate Rock” is 
still my favorite FOD record. I think it took recording “23” 
and “Down With People” to get us to “Hate Rock”. Songs, 
production and even the cover artwork are just top notch. The 
songs range from all out thrash to melodic hardcore, buzzsaw 
punk, weird spacey stuff and even a GO-GO’s cover! ! I read 
online that some one played our GO-GO’s cover for Jane 
Wiedlin and she got a big kick out of it! Yay! I think if you 
wanna hear everything that FOD can do - this is the record to 
get. We recorded it after our first tour of Europe so the band 
was really energized and high off of that. Things were so 
crappy for us here at home that going to Germany and having 


Dave: We hate the live album! I never listen to 
“Everything Sucks” because it’s seems kind of 
incomplete. “Down with People” sounds like 
ass! The dude was putting all kinds of noise 
gates on the drums and stuff but as it happens 
noise is a very important part of our sound! 

I love all the rest. I recommend “Hate Rock” 
because we have a high inventory of them and 
“FODWORLD” of course. Nothing wrong with the first two 
albums except they are still unavailable completely due to our 
own laziness! 


SFL: When and where will the new record be out? Any 
comments on the new stuff? 


Jim: “Home Lobotomy Kit” should be out on Creep Records 
the end of September. Like how “Hate Rock” was the sum 
of “23” and “Down With People” I think it took “Everything 
Sucks” and “FODWORLD” to get us to “Home Lobotomy 
Kit”. I think it’s our best production yet. You can hear Bob’s 
drums! It’s the second record we’ve done with Arik Victor 
of Creep and he knows how to record us now. The songs are 
really focused. A lot of them are about thirty seconds long. 
Straight ahead hardcore punk. If you like FOD, I think it’s 
the perfect FOD record. I wanted to make a record I would 
have loved as a kid. Up there with something like “In God We 
Trust Inc” by the DK’s. Something that you and all you friends 
would drive around listening to when you’re out getting in 
trouble. Haha! 


Dave: September 28th at the absolute latest. It’s the perfect 
album! 


till we did four encores was like 
a dream come true. On “Everything Sucks” we 
went from 24 track digital to recording on two 
inch 16 track in our friend Gary’s studio. He’s 
now GOOD CHAROLETTE’s tour manager! 
Hahah! I think it’s kind of our “indie” record. 
Weird backwards guitars, some lo-fi stuff going 
on. I played all the leads on the crappiest little 
guitar amp I could find. I wanted to have the 
sound of a teenager frying out his practice 
amp in his bedroom, putting his amp in the 
window and pissing off the neighbors! I think 
we succeeded. With “FODWORLD” I think 
we were almost daring people to like us. We 
started the record with a jam from our practice 
space that had been recorded on a boom box 
that we overdubbed keyboards and us playing 
along with it in the studio. Just a hideous 
noise straight into the next song which has 
blast beats. There’s a ton of noise jams on that 
record. Us just improvising in the studio. I’m 
looping feedback and fuzzed out delayed and 
flanged guitars. Just like a real fuck you. We’ve 
always had a kind of art damaged streak to the 
band but we really let go on that record. 
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SFL: You guys are always rowdy as hell at your live gigs. 
How much gear have your destroyed over the years? Have 
you learned to fix all of this kinda stuff yourself or have 
you spent a boatload of cash on repairs, new amps and 
guitars? 

Dave: I always fix my own stuff. I’ve had that bass for 
seventeen years and the amp for like twenty -five years! I buy 
nothing except jacks and cords and stuff from Radio Shack. I 
unintentionally busted a bass throwing it on the ground while 
yelling at Jim. Someone stage dove on my old bass and killed 
it in the 80 ’s. I only purposely smashed a bass once. The 
$75 Kay Rickenbacker copy that I bought in 1982. 1 stuck 
it together with screws so I could smash it for a big show in

SFL: What’s your favorite part of still being in a 
hardcore punk band? 


Jim: You can be tired as all hell after working all day, 
lugging your gear around and driving to the show but when 
the three of us start playing together and everything just 
clicks it’s like flying. Riding a crest of sound. There’s really 
nothing better than thrashing out a West Philly basement 
or blasting through your set in a European squat. I wanna 
keep doing this as long as my body holds up! Like those 
old jazz and blues cats still playing in their 60s and 70s. 

Dave: All the love from the people. It seriously makes 
us very happy! Being turned on the killer bands we’d 
never hear about otherwise. Bopping around in a smelly 
basement while our other contemporaries are out playing 
golf. 


SFL: Thanks a LOT for your time, guys! Any last 
words of wisdom to offer the readers of this fine 
publication? 


2007! Show business! 

Jim: I’m nice to my guitars now! I love my guitars! If they 
get hurt it’s only because I was playing hard or the got hit by 
Bob’s flying drums! I’ve had to pull guitars out from under 
drums the last two gigs! I have a pile of guitars I trashed. 

W used to tour with a drill, some clamps, a hot glue gun, a 
box of screws and a soldering iron. I’d smash my guitar or 
Dave would trash his bass and we’d slap ‘em back together 
with glue, screws, clamp ‘em up and lean ‘em up on the dog 
house of the van while we drove to the next show.

Joe: one of the coolest recording sessions ever 
was when we recorded Heinous. We had the 
chance to use an authentic 1960 vintage mixing 
board and only used 3 mics on the drums.
